The anima! was in use at the entrance 
to this part of the mine, and was 
huried against the wall and machinery 
with such violence as to be killed out- 
right. Two other horses were also 
killed, the latter in the Ontario, almost 
as great a distance away. That the 
loss of life was not far greater seems 
marvelous. 


WORK OF RESCUE. 

The work of rescuing the imperiled 
and dead was quiekly and heroically 
undertaken. Men were brought te the 
surface just as fast as the disabled 
machinery would-permit. The victims 
had to be brought up the ghaft in a 
one-compartment cage, one of the com- 
partments having been wrecked by 
the explosion. Every man who went 
down with the rescuing party was 
overcome by the deadly gas, and it 
was with the utmost difficulty that the 
machinery was kept in motion. 

There were hundreds of brave volun- 
teers, scores of them willing to go 
down into the depths and risk their 
lives in the work of rescue. They 
fairly filled the Daly-West shaft-house 
to overflowing. No man asked if it 
were safe to go down into the mine, 
but each requested that he be allowed 
to help to bring those, in danger and 
those who had already passed beyond 
all earthly aid, to the surface. 

Over in the Ontario, which Is con- 
nected with the Daly-West, six men 
are dead. Eight escaped by the way 
of the Anchor tunnel. Two of the

SCENES OF GRIEF. 

When it was apparent that all re- 
maining men in the mine were dead, 
and that further rescue work would be 
futile, it was stopped for the time- 
being, and at present nothing is being 
done to recover the other bodies, nor 
will anything be done in that direc- 
tion until after some of the deadly gas 
generated by the explosion has 
out of the mine. As the dead were 
hoisted to the surface and laid out 
they were quickly identified by rela- 
tives, comprising wives, children, 
brothers and sisters and friends. Grief 
and anguish were written on every 
face. Occasionally the deepest fear and 
sorrow would be dissipated by seeing 
a dear one come from the mine, un- 
hurt and safe, but frequently it would 
be intensified by seeing that the one 
for whom they were waiting and seek- 
ing diligently, was among the dead. 
The bodies as they lay in the night air, 


presented an uncanny end gruesome 
spectacle, and altogether there was an

DEATH OF TWO HEROES. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 
PARK CITY (Utah) July 16.—Nearly 
every man who went down the PDaly- 
West shaft for the rescue work was 
rendered unconscious by the noxious 
gas. All but two, however, were soon 


revived by the physicians, who had 
been hastily summoned from this city 
and Salt Lake. 

Johnny McLaughlin and John E. 
Eckstrom of the rescue party, after 
having made several descents, beca:ne 
unconscious while working in the 1999. 
foot level, and the miners with them, 
who were also staggering from the 
effects of the gas, could not get them 
to the cage, and were forced to leave 
them in order to save themselves. On 
arriving at the surface one of the 
party said McLaughlin was still alive. 
Another crew at once volunteered to 
go after McLaughiin and Eckstrom, 
but owing to the fear that more lives 
would be sacrificed, the cage was not 
lowered again for thirty minutes. 
When it returned to the surface it 
bore McLaughlin, who was barely 
alive. The physicians worked hard to 
save him, but he expired a few min-

— later. Eckstrom was report 
ead. 
The body of George Garvin was 


found only 200 feet from the powder 
magazines, and was not mangled, 
which leads to the belief that the mine 
sustained no great damage by the ex- 
plosion. 

The miners who escaped state there 


was no smoke or fumes in the mine, 
and the air was so clear that the men 
did not realize that they were being

ASHINGTON, July 16.—Secretary 
Root brought from Oyster Bay the 
case of Gen. Jacob Smith, tried by 
court-martial at Manila on account of 
order issued by Maj. Waller. Gen. 
Smith was found guilty of the charges 
by the court and sentenced to be ad- 
monished by the reviewing authority. 
The President has so admonished Gen. 
Smith and retired him under the law. 
which provides that officers having 
re the age of 62 years may be re- 
tired at will by the President. 
Secretary Root supplements the com- 
mand of the President, in a long cir- 
cular in which he explains the con- 
ditions which resulted in the court- 
martial of Gen. Smith, and shows that 
although Smith issued the “kill-and- 
burn” order, as a matter of fact few 
persons were killed as a result of that 
order, the casualties beig confined al- 
most wholly to the eleven natives killed 
under Maj. Waller’s direction. Follow- 


| ing is the text of the President's re- 


view of the case: 
HOUSE, Washington, July 14, 


By the President: 

The findings and sentence of the court 
are approved. I am well aware of the 
danger and great difficulty 


able provocations it has received from 
the cruelty, treachery and total dis- 
regard of the rules and customs of 
civilized warfare on the part of its 
foes. I also heartily approve the em- 
ployment of the sternest measures nec- 
essary to put a stop to such atrocities 
and to bring this war to a close. It 
would be culpable to show weakness 
in dealing with such foes to fall to use 
all legitimate and honorable methods 
to overcome them. But the very fact 
that warfare is of such character as to 
afford infinite provocation for the com- 
mission of acts of cruelty by junior of- 
ficers and enlisted meh. must make the 
officers in high and responsible positions 
peculiarly careful in their bearing and 
conduct so as to keep a moral check 
over any acts of an improper char- 
acter by their subordinates. 

Almost universally the higher om- 
cers have so borne themselves as to 
supply this necessary check: and with 
but few exceptions the officers and 
soldiers of the army have shown won 
derful kindness and forbearance in 
dealing with their foes. But there 
have been exceptions; there have been 
instances of the use of torture and of 
improper heartlessness in warfare on 
the part of the individuals or small 
detachments. In the recent campaign 
ordered by Gen. Smith, the shooting 
of the native bearers by the orders 
of Maj, Waller was an act which sul- 
lied the American name and can. be 
but partly excused by Mal. Waller's 
mental condition at the time; this 
mental condition being due to the fear- 
ful hardship and suffering which he 
had undergone in his campaign. It 
is impossible to tell exactly how much 
influence language like that used by 
Gen. Smith may have had in prepar- 
ing the minds of those under him for 
the commitment of deeds which we 
regret. Loose and violent talk by 
an officer of high rank is always likely 
to excite to wrong-doing those among 
his subordinates whose wills are 
weaker; whose passions are strong. 

Gen. Smith has behind him a long 
career distinguished for gallantry and 
on the whole for good conduct. Taken 
in the full, his work has been such as 
to reflect credit upon the American 
army, and therefore upon the nation, 
and it is deeply to be regretted that 
he should have so acted in this in- 
stance as to interfere with his further 
usefulness in the army. I hereby di- 
rect that he be retired from the active 


list.

The following is the review of Secre- 
tary Root: 

WAR DEPARTMENT. 
WASHINGTON, July 12, 1902. 

To the President: I transmit here- 
with the record and proceedings on 
the trial of Brig.-Gen. Jacob H. Smith, 
by court-martial, convened under your 
order, dated April 21, 1992, and now 
brought before you as reviewing offi- 
cer. 
Gen, Smith was found guilty of con- 
duct to the prejudice of good order 
and military discipline, in that he 
gave, in the fall of 1901, to Maj. L. W. 
T. Waller of the Marine Corps, then 
serving with a battalion of marines 
under his orders, as commander of 
the Sixth Brigade in Samar, the fol- 
lowing oral instructions: “I want no 
prisoners. I wish you to kill and 
burn. The more you kill and burn, the 
better you will please me.” And, fur- 
ther, that he wanted all persons killed 


record. 


| who’ were capable of bearing arms and 


in actual hostilities against the United 
States, and did, in reply to a question 
by Maj. Waller asking for an age 
limit, designate the age limit as 10 
years of age. 

The court sentenced him to be ad- 
monished by the reviewing authority, 
and the court appended to the sentence 
the following explanation: 

“The court is thus lenient in view of 
the undisputed evidence that the ac- 
cused did not mean everything that his 
unexplained language implied; that his 
subordinates did not gather such a 
meaning, and that the orders were 
never executed in such sense, notwith- 
standing that a desperate struggle was 
being conducted with a cruel and sav- 
age foe.” 

An examination of the evidence has 
satisfied me that the conviction was 
just, and that the reasons stated for 
the very light sentence imposed are 
sustained by the facts. Gen. Smith, in 
his conversation with Maj. Waller, was 
guilty of intemperate, inconsiderate 
and violent expressions, which, if ac- 
cepted literally, would grossly violate 
the humane rules governing American 
armies in the field, and if allowed, 
would have brought lasting disgrace 
upon the military service of the United 
States. Fortunately they ‘were not 
taken literally and were not followed. 
No women or children or helpless per- 
sons, non-combatants or prisoners were 
put to death in pursuance of them. 

An examination of the record and 
proceedings upon the trial of Maj. 
Waller which immediately preceded 
that of Gen. Smith, shows that the in- 
structions in question bore no relation 
to the acts for which Maj. Waller was 
tried and were not alleged by him as 
justification for those acts. . Wal- 
ler was tried for causing in na- 
tives who had acted as bearers or 
guides of one of his expeditions to be 
put to death for without 
proper trial, and he defends his action 
not upon the ground of any orders re- 
ceived from Gen. Smith, but upon the 
ground that as commanding officer he 
was justified by the laws of war. 

Gen. Smith's written and printed or- 
ders and the actual conduct of military 
operations in Samar were justified by 
the history and conditions of the war- 
fare with the cruel and treacherous 
savages who inhabited the island and 
their entire disregard for the laws of 
war, were wholly within the limitations 
of general order No. 100 of 1863, and 
were sustained: by precedents of the 
highest authority. Thus, in 1779, Wash- 
ington ordered Gen. Sullivan in the 
campaign against the Six Nations to 
seek the total destruction and devasta- 
tion of their settlements. He wrote: 
“But you will not by any means lis- 
ten to overtures of peace before the 
total ruin of their settlements is ef- 
fected. . . . Our future security will 
be in their inability to injure; the dis- 
tance to Which they are driven and in 
the terror which the severity of the 
recetve will inspire 


There the natives had been 
with kindness and confidence; Ubert 
and self-government had been 
them. Capt. Connell, the American 
commander, was of the same faith and 
had been worshipping in the same 
church with them. With all the assur- 
ance of friendship, our men were seated 
at their meal unarmed among an ap- 
parently peaceful and friendly com- 
munity, when they were set upon from 
behind and butchered, and their bod- 
jes, when found by their comrades the 
next day, had been mutilated and 
treated with indescribable indignities. 
Yet there was no such severity by 
American soldiers in Samar as Gen. 
Sherman proposed toward the Sioux 
after Fort Phil Kearney. 

It is due, however, to the good sense 
and self-restraint of Gen. Smith's sub- 
ordinates, and to their regard for the 
laws of war, rather than to his self- 
control, that his own intemperate and 
unjustifiable instructions were not fol- 
lowed, and that he is relieved from the 
indelible stain which would have re- 
sulted from a literal compliance with 
them. 

It is the duty of a general officer 
whose age and experience have brought 
him to high command, not to incite his 
subordinates to act with violence, but 
to so explain to them the application 
of the laws of war and the limita- 
tions upon their conduct, as to prevent 
transgressions upon their part, and 
supplement their comparative inex- 
perience by his wise control. In this 
Gen. Smith has signally failed, and for 
this he has been justly convicted. 

Although the sentence imposed is 
exceedingly light, it carries with it a 
condemnation which, for an officer of 
his rank and age, is really a severe 
punishment. For this reason and for 
the further reason that Gen. Smith has 
served his country long and faithfully; 
has exhibited high courage and good 
conduct in many battles; has been se- 
riously wounded in the Civil War and 
in the war with Spain, and is about 
concluding a long and honorable career 
as a faithful and loyal servant of his 
country, I recommend that the mild 
sentence imposed be confirmed.

Hot Wave in New York Broken by 
Electric Display Which Shatters Flag 
on Tammany Hall.

YORK, July 16.—A violent storm 

rain and hall accompanied by 

heavy lightning has put an end to the 
hot wave here. 

Brooklyn suburbs were swept by the 
hail, which shattered many 
Trees were uprooted in the gale, and 
two houses set on fire by lightning. 

In the lower section of Manhattan 
the most severe effects were noticed. 
The steel frame work of the Hanover 
Bank's new twenty-story bullding, at 
Pine and Nassau streets, was appar- 
ently charged with electricity, sparks, 
dancing with almost as much bril- 
lancy as that given out by the are 
lights. 

Lightning struck the flag pole on the 
roof of Tammany Hall. shattering the 
staff, half-way down its length. As 
the splintered wood fell into Fourteenth 
street crowds made a rush for pieces 
to bear off as souvenirs. The bolt 
passed off without doing further in- 
jury, although there was considerable 
excitement in.the neighborhood. 

The storm was general throughout 
the northern part of New Jersey. Light- 
ning struck the steeple of the Arling- 
ton Methodist-Episcopal Church, set- 
ting it on fire. The steeple stood out 
like a great blazing torch, attracting 
crowds from all parts of the city. 

The firemen were unable to cope 
with the fire so high in the air, and 
the steeple burned down 120 feet to the 
roof of the church. The loss wal esti- 
mated at $5000. 

Hailstones fell in Newark, doing 
considerable damage. Windows were 
broken, and several horses stampeded 
in the streets. 

A terrific storm visited the Muscog- 
netong Valley in New Jersey. Han 
fell steadily for fifteen minutes and 
did great damage. Trees were entirely 
stripped of their foliage, and young 
fruit was blasted. It is thought the 
peach crop was ruined.

The labor unions win be asked to 
forego the use of this potent weapon.

freight handlers’ strike terminated to- 
Gay m an unqualified victory for the 
railroads. A meeting of the strikers, 
presided over by President Curran, re- 
Sulted in an almost unanimous vote to 
return to work, leaving the wage 
Scaie and other questions for settie- 
ment between the men and their re- 
Spective roads. 

At the conclusion of the meeting 
the strikers went by hundreds to the 
Warehouses to apply for their old po- 
Sitions, and the teamsters, who have 
Femained out in sympathy, again took 
Up their reins. By noon immense 
Quantitics of freight, which had been 
held back for days, were being rushed 
to the rai'roads, or taken from ware- 
houses ani cars. Where stagnation 
had ruled! commercial activity again 
reigne@ Chicago merchants expressed 
unbounded relief at the termination of 
hostilities. bat they were scarcely less 
happy than the men themselves, al- 
though the sirike is estimated to have 
cost them f1°.0¢0,000, to say nothing of 
the trade that has been permanently 
lost to them. 

The littic hall, where the meeting 
of the strikers took place was jammed 
to suffocation, and thousands were 
unable to obtain entrance. It was a 
brief meeting, only long enough for 
an angry epeech by President Cur- 
fan end the vote which followed. 

Ven. said Curran, “we came out 
like men: we have acted Iike men, 
and we should not go back like sheep, 
Dut there has been treachery in our 
camp. Yesterday when I was about 
to use the telephone, the wire got 
croered, and Ii heard one of the mem- 
bers of our Executive Committee tolk- 
ing with a railroad manager. He was 
encouraging the manager to hold out. 
for he told him that the strike was 
Amos broken. The officia's of the 
Truck Drivers’ Union have not kept 
faith, either, and it seems useless to 
continue the fight any longer. Shall 
we go back and ask for our old jobs?" 

In this simple form the matter was 
put to a vote, and almost immediately 
@ great chorus of ayes had brought 
to a peaceful end one of Chicago's 
most serious labor situations. It is 
believed the roads generally will al- 
low the truckers 17% cents an hour 
and minor concessions granted by the 
proposition of July 1. 

The proposition accepted by the men 
was in effect the one given to Presi- 

t Curren by the State Board of 
ridjtration earlier in the day. al- 
though the pro ition in its proper 
form was not placed before the men. 
This proposition was aa follows: 
“To the freight handlers of Chicago: 

“The Iljinois State Board of Arbitra- 
tion, after a thorough investigation of 
the present freight handlers’ strike in 
Chicago, and the complicagions which 
have grown out of that sfrike, recom- 
‘mends to the officers and members of 
the five local unions of the Interior 
Freight Handlers and Warehousemens' 
Union of Americe that the men return 
immediately to their respective places 
of employment, and apply for the po- 
sitions held by them previous fo the 
st 


rike. 

“We further recompend that the em- 
ployés of each of the several railroads 
appoint a committee to confer with 
the management of the railroad by 
which they are employed, for the pur- 
pose of adjusting existing difficulties.” 

The railroad managers, when told of 
the vote to return to work, id that 
wherever possible the old men would 
be taken back. A smal! percentage of 
the new men, however, will be retained 
for a time at least 

Nowhere war the news of the settle- 
ment received with more pleasure than 
at the warehouses, where thousands of 
men gathered from other points of the 
various roads to take the places of the 
strikers who were longing to return 
to their homes. They had been well fod 
and given good sleeping quarters, but 
the bie majority of them, being accus- 
temed to the comfort of ther homes. 
were tired of “being herded.” 

The merchants had intended to make 
a determined effort to resume shipping 
this morning, but when a prospect of 
peace again appeared last night they 
Gecided to walt a little longer befor 
taking action, which it was believed 
certainly would precipitate violence.

One of the first developments of the 
day was the appearance of a swarm of 
pickets at one of the freight houses 
of the Chicago and Northwestern and 
the turning back of seven trucks sent 
there to remove freight. The teams 
were checked only after some turbu- 
lence. The emphatic instructions of 
President Young of the teamsters, to 
work as usual = — were ig- 
nored by many teamsters.

MINERS’ CONVENTION. 
SENTIMENT AGAINST STRIKERS. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P M.! 

INDIANAPOLIS, July 1¢.--Tomorrow 
morning the national convention of the 
United States Mine Workers will as- 
semble in Tomlinson Hall to discuss the 
advisability of calling a strike to aid 


the striking anthracite miners. ’ 


The action of the convention is un 
tain, although the situation tonight in- 
dicates that there will be no walk-out 
of the sofi-coal men. There are 80 
many conditions, however, that may 
change the situation that speculation 
regarding the result of the convention 
is practically worthless. If President 
Mitchell would declare his personal 
preferences it would not be difficult to 
foretell’ the outcome. At present he 
controls the situation absolutely, ana 
can swing the delegates either way. He 
will not say openly what he wishes. 
however, asserting that it is the prov- 
ince of the delegates to decide regard- 
ing the strike, and that while he 18 
willing to advise, under no circum- 
stances well be assume to dic »> tothe 
convention what it shal! He sald 
this aftern on, however, that the con- 
vertior. would take action which would 
rsu't in the winnine of the strike by 
the anthracite men in the East. 

If no strike is ordered by the conven- 
tion it is likely action will be taken 
curtailing the output of soft coal, and 
that every effort will be made to keep 
it out of the anthracite region. To this 
end the bituminous men may decide to 
work fewer hours a day, and to mine no 
more coal than shall be necessary. 

The sentiment among the dclegagts 
as far as it can be determined from 
those who are already here is against 
a strike. Alexander Patterson, who rep- 
resents the Colorado miners, says that 
he does not favor a strike except as a 
last resort. 

The delegates from the anthracits re- 
gions are strongly in favor of a strike, 
but they are urging their views with 
moderation. There seems to be little 
selfishness in the attitude of any of the 
delegations, and all practically declare 
themselves as being anxious for the 
greatest good to the greatest number of 
the organization. The men who say 
say that they are against a strike. 
at the same time that they are willing 
to strike if they.see no other way to 
aid the anthracite miners. The anthra- 
cite miners declare that while they are 
anxious to receive all the aid to help 
them win the strike they are not dis- 
posed to force te bituminous miners 
to break their contracts unless it proves 
for the salvation of the organization. 
It is not likely that a vote on the 
suestion of striking will be taken before 
Saturday.

NEW YORK, July 16—Events ere 
not moving with sufficient rapiditys to 
suit amateur politicians, cables the 
London correspondent of the Tribune. 
They have not been deterred by the 
heat from excessive zeal in Cabinet 
making. There is the hum of indus- 
try in the lobbies of Parliament and 
smoking-rooms of the clubs. 

Lord Curzon and other distinguished 
Englishmen abroad are to be brought 
back to London, and there is re- 
shuffling of cards all around. Mean- 
while, Premier Balfour has taken the 
office of Privy Seal, and has provided 
himself with the place of honor and 
an appropriate costume for the first 
scene in the coronation ceremonial. 
and is proceeding with the routine of 
business and the Education Bill as if 
nothing had happened. 

Immediate changes in the Cabinet 
are not expected by the government 
officials and well-informed politicians. 
There are two reasons for delay: First, 
that the King’s restoration to health 
must not be impeded by political com- 
plications, and, second, that Colonia! 
Secretary Chamberlain, who naturally 
will be consulted by Premier Balfour. 
is still disabled and has the imperial 
conference on his hands as soon as he 
can return to active business. 

The reconstruction of the Cabinet ts 
unlikely until the coronation is over, 
and Mr. Chamberlain's wishes ro- 
specting the treasury are made known. 

Chamberlain has strengthened his 
grip upon the coalition party by the 
loyalty with which he supported Mr. 
Baifour. His warmest admirers credit 

im for greater devotion to principle 
than for regard to his own political 
ambitions. They contend that he will 
be satisfied if allowed in the Colonial 
Office with a colleague in the treas- 
ury who is not thwarting his plans and 
heading an opposition to him. Cham- 
berlain, like other fathers, is proud of 
his son, and anxious to have him 
get promotion: Austen Chamberlain 
would probably reconcile the Secre- 
tary of the Colonies to many personal 
facrifices. 

Among the speculative rumors, the 
most likely one is that which carried 
Austen Chamberlain and Ceorge 
Wyndham into the reconstructed Cab- 
inet.

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CUBAN QUESTION. 
An article in the New York 
Tribune. of which a digest was given 

a Washington dispatch published 
ia The Times of Wednesday, contained 
the following statements, referring to 
information that had been given by 
“apn American’— e not stated—to 
the officials of the new Cuban gov- 
t: 

“According to this American, some 
of the men jufluent al in the Cuban 
government think that there is a con- 
Spiracy in the United States to force 
annexation by causing the failure of 
the republic. They do not accept the 
common view that the President's pol- 
icy was defeated by a series of acci- 
dents. They believe the failure of 
Congress to act was part of an organ- 
4zed movcincnt, aud they do not pro- 
fess confidence that reciprocity wil: 
have a beiter show next winter than 
it had this summer. 

“A-cord nz to this view, the Cubar 
government, like any other govern- 
ment, wust be influenced by actual- 
ities. It feels that the American peo- 
ple and newsp2pers, and the Prest- 
dent, are cincerely detcrmined to have 
reciproe ty trade relations with Cuba. 
bet es a sovernmment, it has to face 
the fact thet this dctermination has 
been tl. warteg 

“It has no right to assume that 
legislation for relief of Cuba, which 
twas detested at this session of Con- 
greas, will be granted at the next seg- 
sicn. As a means of self-protection. 
rather. it must assume otherwise, and 
not depend on the American Congress 
any longer. it will go ahead and ne- 
gotiate a reciprocity treaty, and if the 
American people should succeed in 
forcing Congress to carry out their 
will, so much the better. Put if their 
will should again be thwarted, the 
Cuban leaders think the evidence of 
conspiracy will be complete.” 

These statements show either an ut- 
ter failure to realize the true condi- 
tione prevailing in the United States 
in regard to the Cuban _ reciprocity 
question, or else a willful misrepre- 
sentation of the facts. The Ameri- 
can people, as a whole, certainly 
have no great yearning for the absorp- 
tion of Cuba. We have troubles 
enough just now. without unnecessa- 
rily adding to them If Cuba comes 
into the family of Uncle Sam, it will 
do so of ite own initiative. If there 
is any pilot in this country to force 
the annexation of Cuba, it probably 
exists only in the minds of the same 
interested individuals who have been 
endeavoring to force a reduction of 
duty on Cuban sugar. . 

It is no “series of accidents” that 
has defeated this change in our tariff 
laws, but a deliberate and systematic 
opposition on part of a great majority 
of the American people and their rep-

The sugar trust 
would have had the opportunity of-se- 
curing a reciprocity treaty if it would 
have agreed to permit the introduc- 
tion of a clause which would have 
thrown part of the burden of the re- 
duction upon the sugar refineries, but 
when that was proposed, the refineries 
suddenly developed an extraordinary 
amount of indifference to the whole 
question of reciprocity, and it is safe 
to assume that they will continue to 
hold the same position in the next 

In short, the position of the Ameri- 
can people on the question is this: 
We consider that the United States 
has already done enough for Cuba, in 
giving it freedom, by the expenditure 
of some money and a large 
amount of blood. However, if it is 
considered desirable that we should 
do something further for the island re- 
public, then, surely, Uncle Sam is rich 
enough to be able to afford to be gen- 
erous. But, in the firet place, we must 
be assured that such generosity will 
inure to the benefit of the needy 
Cubans, not to that of American spec- 
ulators and millionaire manufaccur. 
ers; and secondly, that such generos 
ity shail not have a damaging back- 
action effect upon an important Ame 
ican industry. “Charity begins at 
home, although it does not follow 
het it should always stop there. 

On the other hand, The Times be- 
Heves ust any such assistance to 
Cuba as that proposed, in the shape 
of a reduction of the duty on sugar, 
would be of questionable value to the 
Cubans. The real seat of the trou- 
bles from which they, in common with 
other suger-producing countries, are 
suffering, lies in the export bounty 
syctoms that are in vogue in European 
countries. According to the agrec- 
ment reached at the Brussels confer- 
ence, these bounties are to cease on 
September 1, 1903. Then Cuba, in com- 
mon with Jamaica and other sugar- 
producing countries that are suffering 
from depression, will immediately feel 
the benefit of the change. 


The asphalt trust is making a des- 
perate fight te prevent the use of 
California asphalt for paving purposes 
and—as it hae been doing for many 
yeors—-stopr at no degree of falsity 
and misrepresentation to injure the rep- 
utation of the California product. Hav- 
ing tailed to secure a contract for 9200. 
0) worth of paving in New York, the 
trust got out an injunction against the 
vee of natural bitumen, from Santa 
Barbara. in the course of the en- 
dence it was stated that the trust re- 
cently sent out a distinguished geolo- 
gist. by the name of Potter, to ex- 
amine the deposit, and report upon it. 
He was refused access to the prop- 
erty, whereupon he took a launch “and 
sailing up and down in front of the 
cliff,” he was enabled to form a very 
accurate idea of the situation, and pro- 
nounced the asphalt deposit “commer- 
clally worthicse.” This is rich. To the 
average person, it would appear that 
the opinion of the distinguished profes- 
sor, formed under such circumstances, 
wes also “commercially worthiess.” 

Marconi continues to get signals by 
his wireless system, but to us Cata- 
ina seems to be as far away as ever, 
despite the promises of a wireless sys- 
tem that would do things.

ND OF CHICAGO STRIKE. 

The freight handlers’ ae, which 
has greatly demoralized business in 
Chicago for several days past, ended 
yesterday by the return of the men 
to their employers, asking reinstate- 
ment, practically without conditions. 
The result is a distinct victory for the 
railroad managers, although the lat 
ter have announced their willingness 
to stand by the increase of wages 
which they offered to the strikers on 
July 1, which offer was, at the time, 
rejected by the men, under the advice 
of their “leaders,” to whom they had 
delegated the power to think, act, 
speak, and negotiate for them. 

The managers of four of the rail- 
roads affected by the strike reached an 
agreement with their employés—not 
through the unicn, but through com- 
mittees from both sides—on Tuesday. 
As the matter now stands, each of 
the railroads will probably deal with 
its own employés hereafter, without 
the intermediary of walking delegates 
or other union agents. This is the 
only practical and satisfactory method 
of adjusting differences between em- 
ployérs and their employés. The in- 
terference of professional labor agi- 
tators with the relations between em- 
ployers and employés has done more 
than any one thing to embitter those 
relations, to foment discord, to insti- 
gate strikes, and to cause losses of 
wages to men who could not afford 
te suffer such losses. There have 
been hundreds of cases in which the 
relations between employer and em- 
ployed were mutually friendly and 
harmonious until the labor agitator 
appeared upon the scene, aftcr which 
discord, enmity and mutual distrust 
were engendered, strikes ensued, and 
trouble followed trouble, to the end- 
less annoyance and loss of both sides 
to the controversy. 

Few employers are so unreasonable 
that they will refuse, to listen to 
complaints or suggestions from the 
men whom they employ. By far the 
greater number of employers are will- 
ing to listen to such complaints or 
suggestions, if they be presented in 
a spirit of reasonableness and amity. 
But most employers are disposed to 
resist or resent interference by out- 
siders with the relations which sub- 
sist between themselves and their 
employés. This is no more than nat- 
ural—and it is no more than right. 

Labor troubles have enormously 
multiplied since the system of trade 
“federations,” with its natural con- 
comitant, the sympathetic strike, was 
introduced. The sympathetic strike 
and the boycott are twin evils, which 
have done more than any owner causes 
to retard the progress of trade and 
industry. Carried to its logical, ulti- 
mate results, the sympathetic strike 
would stop all industry and throw all 
“organized” workmen out of em- 
ployment. It an “organized” workman 
in California were required to quit 
work because some “organized” work- 
man in Massachusetts was having 
trouble with his employer, what hope 
wéuld there be for industrial peace? 
Somewhere in the country, at all 
times, a labor conflict is in progress. 
If the theory of the sympathetic strike 
were carried out to its ultimate analy- 
sis, all tae “organized” workmen in 
the country would be striking all the 
time, and no peace would be possible 
in the industrial world. 

The manner in which the Chicago 
teamsters broke their contracts with 
their employers, during the pendency 
of the freight handlers’ strike, just 
collapsed, was in the last degree dis- 
graceful. During the recent strike of 
teamsters in Chicago, there was a 
deal of negotiation and suggestion, 
through the Illinois State Board of 
Arbitration, which finally resulted in 
a definite agreement between the 
teamsters and their employers, by vir- 
tue of wich the former obligated 
themselves to obey all orders, and to 
do their work faithfully. This agree- 
ment Was unscrupulously broken when 
the freight handlers’ strike came on. 
Many of the teamsters refused to 
haul freight handled by non-union or 
tndependent workmen, although the 
officers of the teamsters’ union made a 
show of trying to hold the men t 
thelr agreement. What use is it to 
sign agreements with organizations 
that esteem their pledged werd 80 
lightly? The same disregard for the 
sacredness cf contracts was shown in 
the coal strike, last year, when Pres- 
ident Shaffer of the Amalgamated As- 
sociation openly advised the thous- 
ands of workmen controlled by him 
to violate contracts in the signing of 
which they had sacredly pledged 
their honor as men. 

Herein lies a radical difference be- 
tween the labor trusts and the cap- 
italistic trusts. The latter are duly 
incorporated under the laws of the 
land. If they violate obligations upon 
which they enter, they can be held 
financialiy responsible fcr the breach 
of contract, under the law. The labor 
trusts are, for the mest part, unin- 
corporated, and thus are—or are sup- 
posed to be—beyond the reach of the 
law. Gompers and other professional 
“labor leaders” strenuously advise 
labor organizations not to incorporate. 
This is for the obnoxious pu 
keeping them in an irresponsible pos!- 
tion, to enable them to violate the 
laws of contract—and many other 
laws—with impunity. 
Thé collapse of the freight handlers’ 
strike in Chicago has greatly cleared 
the industrial atmosphere in that in- 
dustrially murky city. It is to le 
hoped that it will remain compara- 
tively clear for some time to come. But 
s terribly frigid weather when some 
of labor war is not ragime in 
the Windy City, and it is perhaps to 
much to expect that industrial neace 
will reign for any considerable 


length of time. 


The condition of Broadway and 
First streets reminds one of Broad- 
way, New York, during the week be- 
fore election, when Tammany has every 
man strong enough to hold up a shovel 
out on the street tearing things to 
pieces, whether they need it or not. 
But in the present case, the piles of 
dirt and material mean a beit-line 
railroad that will fill a long-felt want; 
hence the temporary inconvenience 
doesn't count. Bring on your trolley 
— Mr. Huntington; we were here

This 
would appear to make the possibility 
of the man with the lurid vest and the 
noisy necktie getting into the run- 
ning with Bailey and Tillman en- 
tremely remote, for Washington is 
hardly likely to make the mistake of 
getting out of step with the remainder 
of the nation, which is marching right 
along to good old Republican music. 

Perhaps those Boers are going to be 
as unpacified as those Chicago strik- 
ers, who fix things up one day and go 
on another strike the next. It is evi- 
dent that from now on there is going 
to be two classes on the veldt—those 
who surtendered to the enemy when 
the fight was on and those who came 
into camp when peace was declared. 
This bespeaks many a row in the days 
that are to come meandering down the 
corridors of Time. 


The success of Tracy is bearing 
fruit. Prisoners are attempting jail 
deliveries all over the country, and 
it behooves the guardians of the un- 
behaving to keep alert and to remain 
on post with their fingers on the trig- 
ger. Even some prisoners in San 
Diego have spunked up and made 
themselves scarce. Until this jail- 
breaking craze has run its course, the 
incarcerated will bear double watch- 
ing. 


A young woman has been arrested in 
Los Angeles, and held on a charge of 
insanity, the reason given being that 
she “imagines that she is a wonder- 
ful singer, and poses as a noted op- 
eratic star.” If they begin to arrest 
all the young women in Los Angeles 
who develop such traits as this, all we 
have to say is that they will have to 
build a good many more lunatic asy- 
lums to accommodate them. 


According to the latest census bul- 
letin, about the only thing in Califor- 
nia that seems to be somewhat back- 
ward is the business of manufacturing 
woolens.

FIRE, MUD AND GAS COME OUT OF 
SUBMERGED CONE. 
— 
Serious Eruption Imminent in Lower 
California, According to Report, but 
Little Chance for Damage—Yuma Fiy- 
ing Machines. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
YUMA (Aru) July 13.—Aceording to 
Squire Redwine, lately returned from 
the International line southwest of 
here, a miniature Mont Pelee is devel- 
oping just south of the border in Lower 
California. The region is volcanic, @ 
fact well known, and abounds in small 
cones and pits, wherefrom issue sul- 
phuretic gases and occasionally erup- 
tions of hot, foul-smelling mud. One 
of the most important of these cones 
has been submerged by a diversion of 
the Cocopah River, one of the channels 
of the Colorado, and its apex is now 
five or more feet below the surface of 
the new lake created. It is plain that 
the water is penetrating to the heated 
strata below, and explosions are be- 
coming so frequent that the Indians 
that have lived near by are moving 
their habitations to a distance. The 
lake, perhaps eight miles long and a 
few hundred yards wide, is deseribed 
as having been heated almost to the 
bolling point throughout, while above 
and near the crater it bubbles and bolls 
continuously. It is probable that sev- 
eral more exits for the hot gases have 
been developed. The water is thrown 
by small explosions almost continuous 
ly to the height of several feet, but 
oceasionally a flame breaks through 
that lighta up the country at night for 
miles, and there is a detonation as 
though from canton. At one of these out- 
bursts a mass of mud fully fifty feet 
square was thrown into the air for fifty 
feet. The volcanic cones of the vicinity 
manifest somewhat greater activity 
than usual, and there are fears that 
the entering water, turning to gas on 
the molten matter below, will cause a 
serious eruption. There would be little 
chance for damage, however, as the 
nearest white settlement is at Imperial, 
forty miles away. The voican 
is sparsely settied by the Cocopah In- 


ns. 
RESERVATION WANTED. 

The Mayor and Common Council of 
Yuma have memorialized Congress ask- 
ing that the government reservation 
adjacent to the townsite be deeded to 
the municipality for public river front- 
age, for a public park. and for space 
for the municipal buildings, allowance 
being made for all the United States 
customhouse and all other possibile gov- 
ernment buildings The reservation 
contains over forty-five acres, and com- 
prises the choicest part of the river 
frontage. According to the resolution 
of the City Council, the reservation 
is a constant menace to the public 
peace, as it is outside the local police 
jurisdiction. It is further recited that 
the river front is very valuable, and 
should always remain open for the use 
of the public, and should not into 
private or corporate ownership, but 
should be improved by the erection of 
wharves and warchouses, so as to meet 
the increasing demands of river traffic. 
Another argument is that the town of 
Yuma is in need of a suitable place for 
a public park. where the people can 
zo for a few hours recreation,” and 
that the reserve is admirably suited for 
such a purpose, tying above high-water 
mark, and can be improved by plant- 
ing trees and grass, and mide a boon 
to the citizens and healthseckers.

the Hubbard Airship Company. The 
capital stock is $199,000, in dollar shares.

He is Gen. L. H. Colby, Adjutant-Gen- 
erai on the staff of Gov. Savage of Ne- 
braska: a big solderly man, pleasant 
to speak with; a veteran of Indian 
wars, part Indian himself, and one of 
the true, practical 
abused race whose blood runs in his 
veins. 

Gen. Colby is a native of New York 
State, and a graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin; was for years editor 
of the Beatrice (Neb.) Express, and 
formerly a member of the Nebraska 
Senate; is a veteran of the Civil War, 
of several Sloux wars and of the 
Spanish War, during which he served 
as a brigadier genera! in Cuba; an ex- 
member of several of the important 

vernment commisions which have 

n sent out to treat with the Indians 
of the Middle West, and author of a 
book famous of its kind, entitled “The 
Ghost Songs of the Dakotas.” He and 
his wife are raising and educating an 
adopted Indian girl, whom the generai 
picked up as a little papoose on the 
famous battlefield of Wounded Knee, 
du ing th Sioux uprising of 1899. 

Speaking of the present conditions of 
the Indians, just before leaving with 
the Nebraska party, Gen. Colby said. 
with a ring in His voice that bet 
his real feeling on the subject: Treat 
the Indians as men and women, and 
they will be men and women. As a 
race they are men and women—no 
trouble about that; but they have had 
their noble attributes forced into the 
background by the treatment they have 
received from the white men's govern- 
ment for so many years past. Take 
the white race and pauperise it, refuse 
it all independence, and in twenty 
yeara you will have the same deplor- 
able results which are found among the 
Indians today. Teach them self-sup- 
port, and let them depend upon them- 
escives: educate them along their own 
material lines first. and afterward into 
higher things, and the Indian! “prob- 
lem will cease to be. It ie to be 
hoped that the new policy of self-sup- 
port and home education favored by 
the Indian Commissioner will accom- 


pliehi this.

OUR WILD FLOWERS. 


Movement to Prevent Their Destruc- 


tion is Spreading—Laws Passed for 
Their Protection. 


{Boston Transcript:] It seems that it 
is high time persons of tnfluence ex- 
erted themselves to rave the wild flow- 
ers, even as it has been necessary to 
check the slaughter of birds, for eat 
ing, or to secure their plumage for 
hat trimmings. Somehow there seems 
to reside in careless minds a convic- 
tion that because a flower is wild it is 
bound to grow whether one wants it to 
do so or not: while in very careless 
minds there is present a deplorable 
sentiment to the effect that it is not a 
matter to be given a second thought 
if flowers do stop growing altogether 
in woods and fields. 

So, after summing up all the phases 
of the situation, numerous public-spir- 
ited people got together and formed 
a society for the protection of native 
plants. As a means of carrying on its 
work the society proposes to publish 
brief articles or leaflets for distribu- 
tion to teachers, in our schools, to vi.

“Being French born and having traveled through every European country, I 
have had occasion to see such abuses everywhere, but nowhere, not even 
in Engiand, have I seen mills and factories employ children as young as they do 
in the United States. I should not say ‘the United States,’ for it is not done in 
every State of the Union, but I can speak of the one State par excellence where it 

: fs practiced to excess, to the shame of those who have authority to prevent such 
 @onditions. 

; “Much has been printed lately in leading newspapers about child labor in cer- 
_. tain New Jersey factories. Ot the conditions of affairs in the one factory which 
. has come prominently before the publicon account of iis excess I can speak 
knowingly, as I had the best opportunities to study conditions there, and must say 
that the papers have not divulged one-half of the outrages committed. 

“ will describe two cases just as they did happen: Some months ago a child 
not yet quite b years old was killed by the cars near ‘the works’ at 4 o'clock in the 
morning. He was one of the poor children who attend fo the glass blowers. For 
each glass blower there is a child, who takes away the just-formed bottle or jar, 
hot from the mould, and carries it to the oven. One set of ‘blowers’ work during | 
the day and another set during the flight, as long as the season igats. Pherefore { 
one set of children works during the day, to be replaced at night by another set. 
The set which has worked at night for a week works during the day the following 
week, and vice versa. 

“When morning comes the ‘night set" goes home to rest, while the ‘day set’ 
@omes in. The little fellow above mentioned had worked at night during that 
particular week, and when morning came was so drowsy and tired that he sat in 
the factory, hoping to rest there instead of walking three miles to his home. But 
the manager of the factory did not want to let him sleep there and turned him out. 

A few rods away from the factory the poor child, who was following the railroad 
traces to reach his home, fell asleep across the track. A while later the morning 
train passed over his body, and—well, the poor child is at rest since. 

“One who has not seen the poor stunted little creatures at work cannot realize 
bow ead and depressing is the sight. They are small, undersized even for their 
tender years; they look sad, weary, and have on their pinched faces an oldish look — 
certainly not im accord with their age and size. | N

A Lonely Island. 

The death, in his ninety-fifth year, 
of Thomas Watson, the “Governor” of 
the mall Island of Thietran d' Acunha, 
in the South Atlantic Ocean, directs 
attention to a little community which 
is practically severed from communica- 
tion with the rest of the world. 

Tristan d Acunha was discovered by 


British artillery, for the purpose 
keeping a watch on Napoleon, at that 
time a prisoner in St. Helena. On the 
death of Napoleon the soldiers were 
withdrawn, with the exception of Corp. 
Glass and two companions, who, with 
some whaling men, were the founders 
of the present settlement. 

The colony flourished and numbered 
in 1829 twenty-seven souls, and in 1887 
there was a population of ninety-seven. 
Property is heid in common, and there 
is no strong drink, and no crime, while 
the inhabitants are healthy and long- 
lived. The oldest inhabitant acts as 
Governor. A ship of war pays then. 
and an annual visit and brings the 
only mall that ever reaches the in- 
habitants. The settlement is in a fer- 
tile part of the island, and is called 
New Edinburgh. The population has 
been for some years almost stationary, 
and is kept down by migrations to the 
Cape. Watson went to Tristan 
d’Acunha from the «Cape sixty-five 
years ago, and never afterward left 
the island.—-I[ Buffalo Commercial.

GAS PRESSURE CAUSES TROUBLE 
IN KERN RIVER.

Traveling gas pressure broke locse in 
the Kern River field Tuesday night, 
and for a few hours carried all be- 
fore it. 

Word was received yesterday from 
the Monte Cristo plant, where occurred 
the severest blow-out in the history of 
that corner of the field. Without warn- 
ing. gas began flowing from a new 
well with terrific force. ‘The pressure 

so strong that it shattered 
the derrick house, carrying away the 
roof. Rig timbers were also swept 
aside, and some of the tools were 
thrown a distance of 600 feet. The 
Gamage is considerable. 

The last blow-out is the third that 
has occurred on the Monte Cristo 
plant in the past two weeks, and for 
some time operators have been greatly 
annoyed by performances of the gas 
pressure that is said to be traveling 
over the Kern River field. 

Operators are speculating as to where 
the gas will next burst forth.

FOR CONTEMPT 
IN LONG BEACH. 


LONG BEACH, July 16.—Matters 
reached a red-hot crisis this afternoon 
in the trial of T. Henry Stovell, ac- 
cused of having been a visitor at @ 
place where liquor was sold contrary to 
the city’s very strict prohibition ordi- 
nance.

The rope will have 
numerous supporting buoys. From each 
of the end buoys a line will be stretched 
to shore. It is thought now that the 
line which was proposed to be stretched 
parellel with the shore, and within the 
inner line of breakers. will not be 
placed, as it would be difficult to main- 
tain, and would be where bathers would 
not be in great danger without it.

CLAIMS CHANGE HANDS.

The property acquired is known as 
the Del Norte mine and the Ormand 
group, and both are in close proximity 
of the Lowell mine, recently purchased 
by the Copper Queen company.

YELLOW ASTER’S BIG PLASTER. 

One of the largest mortgages ever

which runs to Paul Morton of Chicago, 
is for $100,000, and covers all patented 
and unpatented lands owned, operated 
or leased by the Yellow Aster com- 


pany. 

In speaking of the loan, John Single- 
ton, secretary of the company, stated 
in this city yesterday that the com- 
pany contemplates extensive improve- 
ments, among which is the installing 
of a large cyanide plant. “We expect 
to have one in operation in a few 
months,” said “that will be able to 
handle at least 400 tons of ore a day.
